DISPLAY. 

A CERTAIN publisher issues a small, dozen 
volume cyclopedia that is up-to-date, authori- 
tative and, within its physical limitations, ad- 
mirably comprehensive. He has furthermore 
been far-sighted enough to set on it a price 
that makes it give unusual value to the pur- 
chaser. 


The bookseller, appreciating that this | 


surplus value can, by his effort, be translated | 


into sales and profits, orders liberally. The 


books arrive in his store. 

Evidently the situation is one demanding 
advertising; and the bookseller is fortunate 
enough in being able to give his advertising 
a distinct news value—news advertising being, 


of all sorts, by far the most effective—and in | 


having in his own store windows the most 
direct and efficient medium. His psycholog- 
ical attitude is that of a man brimming over 
with news of great immediate cash value to 
his fellow citizens.

have run window displays of war books: they 
were nothing more or less than a concrete 
comprehension of news values. Your city 


holds an automobile show or a flower show 
or a music carnival, and you fill a window 
with automobile books or manuals of rose 
growing or opera scores: you are but linking 


He believes that all men | 
will be hungry for his wares once they but | 
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up your store with the talk of the week. Or 
a national convention of fire chiefs meets in 
your city and you display works on fire- 
fighting and fire prevention. Is it because 
you expect to sell any of these books to the 
fire chiefs themselves? Very slightly so: 
what you are doing is taking advantage of 
the public’s interest being temporarily fo- 
cussed on a specific subject. 

Brentano’s New York store earlier in the 
winter gave an example of the clever hitch- 
ing up of current news interest with specific 
books. Daily newspapers were folded so as 
to display prominently some one leading ar- 
ticle—on the European war, woman suffrage, 
unemployment, high cost of living, the stock 
market and what not—and with each article 
was placed a specific new book on the same 
subject. A prominent window card bore some 
such slogan as “A Book for Every Current 
Event.” There were thirty or forty titles in 
the window. This display has the advantage 
of always being timely and therefore inter- 
esting—if carefully worked up, for it does 
not depend on some especially important event 
that temporarily focuses local interest, but 
may be used in the slackest season. 

It is not always possible to secure such a 
news interest ready made; it is sometimes 
almost always possible—to 
manufacture one. Clearance sales of shop- 
worn and stagnant stock are the most fa- 
miliar method of manufacturing a news inter- 
est. Special sales of special lots, or of special 
purchases, of second-hand books (if your 
store deals in second-hand books) belong in 
the same category. A plunge in a “remain- 
der,” or a special lot or class of remainders, 
generally deserves or should deserve “news” 
featuring. The publication of a book by a 
local author or of a book with a local setting 
has news value that can be properly and 
profitably exploited. 

And for all such store news the store’s win- 
dows are the first and often the only medium 
to be considered. Sometimes local news- 
paper advertising can be used to supplement 
them, though even there the store’s own house 
organ—if it possesses one—can often produce 
as good results at less cost. But window dis- 
plays should be the store’s chief advertising 
reliance. To give them news interest should 
be a constant ideal. 

The bookseller is, however, fortunate above 
all his fellow merchants in that all his stock 
has, properly and fundamentally, this same 
news appeal. Other men sell nails and sugar 
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and buttons and chairs. And they find it diffi- | procedure for the American Booksellers’ Asso- 


cult to give news value to this week’s sugar 
and nails, and rather difficult to infuse very 
mutch into this season’s buttons and this year’s 
chairs. For all that they labor, and labor 
hard and cleverly to do this very thing. 

In this respect at least how much simpler 
is the bookseller’s problem. Every new book 
is news—capable of advertising exploitation ; 
and the bookseller’s house organ is, to book 
lovers, veritably a newspaper, to be treated 
and regarded as such.

PUBLISHER MORE THAN ANY OTHER CLASS OF BOOKS 


United States holds the undisputed first place 
among nations are our textbooks. In the past 
twenty years such a remarkable advance has 
been made that the parents of to-day, when 
they see their children’s school books for the 
first time, often exclaim with surprise, “How 
different these are from the dreary volumes 
we used to study!” To-day the books appear 
attractive and interesting. Illustrations by 
good artists add to their instructional value. 
Color is generously used. In short, textbooks 
have experienced the change that has affected 
most of our teaching. They have become 
vitalized so that the material they now present 
seems to the pupil an actual reality, whereas 
it previously appeared to be merely a school- 
room hypothesis. 

Notwithstanding the advance in the quality 
of textbooks, their cost has decreased. There 
has been an average reduction of more than 
ten per cent. in the past twenty-five years, 
and some books have been reduced in price 
much more than this. The reduction has come 
about steadily and surely. There has been no 
fluctuation; the downward trend has pro- 


ceeded steadily through boom times—when | 


many manufacturers have benefited by in- 
creased prices—and through hard times, and 
even the constantly increasing cost of labor 
and materials has not arrested this progress. 
The chief economic explanation of all this is 
undoubtedly the competition of the many in- 
dependent textbook publishers and the inven- 
tion of labor-saving devices in printing and 
binding. 

Although the direct responsibility for the 


production of good textbooks lies with the | 





publisher, American teachers and school offi- 
cials have played a large part in te establish- 
ment of the present high standard. A new 
book, if poor in quality, will find a market in 
but few places where teachers and school offi- 
cials are concerned with the selection of text- 
books. It is a tribute of no small significance 
to American educators that with the character 
of textbooks dependent so largely on their 
choice, they have elected to have books that 
are not equaled in any other country. 

The superiority of our books has come to 
be an accepted fact to such an extent that it 
is often overlooked, except when some visitor 
to this country calls attention to it, or when, 
as in one or two isolated cases, some State 
attempts to produce its own books. Then the 
high character of the work that has been ac- 
complished by the educational »ublishers of 
the United States becomes apparent. 

Most of the conditions attending the text- 
hock business to-day, viewed bv an economist, 
would be considered ideal. The demand for 
a high-grade product, combined with the 
efforts of each publisher to produce books 
that shall be better than those of his competi- 
tors, assures the maintenance of a high stand- 
ard in quality, while the requirement that text- 
books must be within the means of poor and 
rich alike, together with the necessity for each 
publisher to keep his prices just as low as 
possible—for otherwise his rivals will get most 
of the business—is a permanent guaranty of 
reasonable prices. For years there has been 
keen competition between the textbook pub- 
lishers. That there is no “school-book. trust” 
has been demonstrated conclusively. The evi-

dence is available for any who may wish to 
investigate. 

There have been at times inquiries into the 
possibilities of producing textbooks in various 
ways—chiefly through publication by States— 
different from the one now followed almost 
uniformly. Practically without exception such 
investigations have been based on the query, 
“Is it possible for us to get cheaper text- 
books?” No doubt it is possible. Poor text- 
books are cheaper than good ones now. But 
the American people, who have be2n generous 
far beyond any other nation to their schools, 
are not yet ready to adopt as their motto, 
“The cheapest and poorest is good enough 
for the children.” 

Successful textbook writing and textbook 
making require a knowledge and skill as great 
as those demanded in any of the arts and 
sciences. To the uninitiated the writing of a 
schoolbook seems a simple matter. On the 
contrary, it is an extremely difficult matter, 
for the author not only must be able to write 
in the purest style, with all the facts of his 
subject at ready command, but he must be able 
to write so that children cannot fail to under- 
stand what he writes. After a little study you 
doubtless could describe the operation of a 
steam engine so that most adults could in- 
terpret your description with ease, but could 
you do it so that your child of eleven or twelve 
could understand you? Try it. If you suc- 
ceed you are to be congratulated, for there 
are very few writers to-day who can accom- 
plish this and similar tasks with any degree 
of success. 

The number of really famous textbook au- 
thors is comparatively small. A _ successful 
book cannot be written to order by anyone 
who happens to possess the requisite amount 
of knowledge. There is a certain style or 


manner of presenting facts to children which 
few ever attain. Perhaps it may be charac- 
terized best as simplicity without condescen- 
sion. It seems easy, but it isn’t. Probably no 
less than a score of textbooks are published, 
all told, for every one that acquires a wide 
anc successful career, notwithstanding the fact 
that most of the publishers have had more 
or less experience in judging the merits of 
prospective books in manuscript form. This 
is one of the most important reasons why the 
schools in all parts of the country, through 
their boards of education, superintendents, or 
teachers, should be free to choose, at one time 
or another, from all of the best books that are 
available, for a list too severely restricted may 
not include any of the best books. 

The best textbook making demands an in- 
timate knowledge of the printer’s art from: its 
inception by Gutenberg and his contempéra- 
ries, through its development bv Aldus and 
other famous early printers, down to William 
Morris and the great printers of recent years. 
It must combine the precepts and develop- 
ments of the art, as established by these men, 
with the most exacting modern requirements, 
such as the results of careful experiments in 
the psychological laboratory regarding the 
correct spacing of type, the most legible shapes 
of tvne and the proper sizes for children of 
different ages. These and many more de- 
mands have arisen in the modern educational 
world and have made textbook publishing, if 
properly conducted, a work that ranks high in 
modern craftsmanship. 

Almost any author car write and almost any 
printer can manufacture a book that they call 
a textbook. But to make a good textbook is 
another and an exceedingly difficult matter. 
Both the writer and the publisher must be 
masters of their craft. Even this is not

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ACTIVE WORK BEGUN IN NEW YORK 
BOOKSELLERS’ SCHOOL. 


Tue first regular session of the New York 
Booksellers’ School was held on April 2 at 
the West Side Y. M. C. A., with 25 book- 
sellers and book clerks, present and prospec- 
tive, in attendance. Following Mr. Brooks’ 
interesting and instructive lecture on Greek 
literature, at which, by the way, he also sug- 
gested some valuable books for collateral 
reading, Mr. Glen Parker, of the Baker & 
Taylor Co., took up the practical side of the 
evening’s work, handling the subject of the 
tools of the trade. An evidence of the thor- 
oughness with which the school is being run 
and the active interest of the lecturers is 
furnished by the fact that Mr. Parker had 
boxed up a number of bulky catalogues and 
sent them to the classroom for demonstration 
purposes. After taking up the “Trade List 
Annual”—which, by the way, he said should 
be in every bookshop—Mr. Parker turned to 
“The United States Catalog.” He urged 
that in every case when titles seem to be miss- 
ing from this catalogue that booksellers 
nevertheless put in an order of the publisher 
on the chance of picking up the book. Gen- 
erally speaking, he said, unless absolutely cer- 
tain of the author’s name and complete in- 
itials, a book should be sought under the title 
entry first, rather than under the author. 
Throughout, Mr. Parker emphasized the ne- 
cessity of the book clerk’s taking the trouble 
to look up inquiries rather than dismissing 
them with an “I don’t know.” Mr. Parker 
also had several students look up catch titles 
that are apt to bother a book clerk. 


PRICES AT IVES SALE GENERALLY 
LESS THAN THOSE AT HOE SALE. 


Tue total for the first three sessions of the 
sale of the literary treasures of the late Gen- 
eral Brayton Ives,on Tuesday and Wednesday 
of this week, reached $56,303. There were 
many books from the great Robert Hoe li- 
brary, and there was some speculation among 
bibliophiles as to how the prices would com- 
pare with the great prices realized at the Hoe 
sale. As a rule, the books from the Hoe 
library that came under the hammer sold at a 
smaller figure, some at a decided decrease. 
One notable exception, however, was the 
Robert Hoe copy of “Les Oeuvres Maistre 
Guillaume Cogquillart,’ an octavo printed in 
Paris in 1532, ruled throughout in red ink, 
and in a famous binding by Trautz-Bauzon- 
net, which was knocked down to James F. 
Drake for $3250, or $1250 more than was paid 
at the Hoe sale. On the second evening, the 
“Office de la Viérge Marie avec un Exercice,” 
one of the masterpieces of Nicholas Jarry, 
brought $4950, as against $3350 at the Henry 
W. Poor sale.

CUSTOMS NOTES. 


UNBOUND VOLUMES OF DRAWINGS OF AR- 
CHITECTURAL DESIGNS WITH DESCRIPTIVE 
MATTER IN FRENCH NOT DUTIABLE. 


Tue United States Board of General Ap- 
praisers, in Treasury Decision 35,266, recently 
reversed the decision of a collector of customs 
that unbound volumes of architectural plans 
or drawings with full descriptive matter 
printed solely in French were subject to duty 
at three cents per pound, with twenty-five per 
cent ad valorem under paragraph 415 of the 
act of 1909. The unbound volumes in ques- 
tion consisted of some 248 printed plans or 
architectural drawings of various buildings in 
France. The volumes were divided into six 
sets of drawings, and in addition to the de- 
scriptive matter accompanying each separate 
drawing, each of the six series was prefaced 
by six or seven pages of explanatory printed 
matter—all in French. Whereas the Board 
of General Appraisers recognized the decision 
in the case of Petry v. United States (T. D. 
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35,174) that unbound photomechanic repro- | 


ductions of paintings, with their descriptive 
titles in German, French, and English, were 
not entitled to free entry under paragraph 
518 as “books printed chiefly in languages 
other than English,” yet it held that the books 
in question, “with full descriptive matter per- 
taining thereto printed exclusively in the 
French language, are entitled to free entry.” 
In answer to the objection that the volumes, 
being unbound, were not properly “books,” the 


Board held that, “Simply because they happen | 
to be imported in unbound form can in no | 


sense alter the fact that the articles in ques- 
tion are books within the well-settled judicial 
interpretation of that term.” 


COPYRIGHT NOTES. 
INJUNCTION DENIED FOR ALLEGED

The plain- 
tiff complained that defendant appropriated 
disconnected sentences or lines with “gags” 
from plaintiff's copyrighted monologues and 
used them in different monologues of a similar 
character following the same general idea; but 
defendant answered under oath that the lines 
and expressions so appropriated were not 
originated by complainant, but had been used 
on the stage prior to the writing of com- 
plainant’s monologues. While the court held 
that infringement may consist in the mere ab- 
straction of words or lines, yet, since to con- 
stitute infringement, it must be established 
that the words or lines were original with the

A CASE involving some rather technical 
points of copyright law was settled in the Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals, Third Circuit, on March 
4, 1914 (211 F. R., 241). 
Co., Limited, brought an action against Hoover 
et al. in replevin to recover 20,000 copies of 
engravings alleged to offend plaintiff’s copy- 
right, and under the writ the marshal seized 
4673 copies and the stones from which the 
engravings were made, and delivered them to 
plaintiff and made return of his writ on Janu- 
ary 2, 1903. Pending this suit, and before trial, 
the Supreme Court held that Revised Statute 
Section 4965 contemplated two remedies—one 
to recover the infringing copies, and the other 
a penalty of a dollar per copy seized—and that 
both remedies were enforceable in the same 
suit. Subsequent thereto, on June 2, 1912, the 
plaintiff moved the court in the original re-

PLAINTIFF IN SUIT FOR COPYRIGHT IN- 
FRINGEMENT NOT ENTITLED TO ATTACH- 
MENT. 

In 1906, Thomas Dixon, Jr., instituted an 
action against Corinne Runkel Stock Co., et al. 
to recover damages for infringement of copy- 
right, and on June 1, 1914, the District Court, 
E. D., North Carolina (214 F. R., 418), handed 
dowii a decision in the case, based on the ques- 
tion whether the complaint set forth a com- 
mon-law cause or a statutory cause of action. 
The case arose over the production by the de- 
fendants of a dramatized version of “The 
Clansman,” a novel copyrighted by plaintiff, 
and the sole right of production of which in 
dramatized form he had assigned to another 
company. Claiming that defendants were non- 
residents, and were about to remove their 
property from the State with intent to defraud 
their creditors, Dixcn obtained a warrant ot 


| attachment. In .their defense, defendants 
moved that the court discharge and vacate this 
attachment, basing their motion upon two 


points, one of them being that the action was 
brought to enforce the collection of penalties 
and damages given by section 4966 of the U. S. 
Revised Statutes, and was not a common-law 
action, entitling plaintiff to the ancillary rem- 
edy of attachment as provided by section 915 
of the U. S. Revised Statutes.

SUIT OVER ASSIGNMENT OF DRAMATIC 
AND MOVING PICTURE RIGHTS TO 
THE “HOUSE OF BONDAGE.” 

A highly technical but extremely interest- 
ing case was adjudicated in the District Court 
S. D. New York, on February 10, 1914, when 
District Judge Hand granted an application 
for an injunction pendente lite on the part of 
the Photo Drama Motion Picture Co., Inc., 
against the Social Uplift Film Corporation.

the defendant of any moving-picture photo 
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infringement was dis- | 


But without permission ofthe | 
complainant, defendant inclosed with the per- | 
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play based on Reginald Wright Kauffman’s 
“House of Bondage.” Prior to publication 
the author assigned his right to copyright to 
Moffat, Yard & Co. Said company duly 
copyrighted the book and thereafter re- 
assigned to the author the dramatic and mo- 
tion picture rights. The author later execut- 
ed a paper which recited that the other party 
(Joseph B. Totten) “secures the exclusive 
dramatic rights, including moving picture 
rights,” and also the “exclusive leasing” of the 
play. It also provided that it should be bind- 
ing on the heirs, executors, and assigns of the 
parties. Thereafter Mr. Kauffman made and 
executed an assignment of the motion picture 
rights to the complainant company, which 
assignment was thereafter duly filed with the 
Register of Copyrights. According to the affi- 
davits, Mr. Kauffman, when he assigned the 
motion picture rights to the complainant, stat-

Barring technical points raised concerning 
the court’s jurisdiction, the relevant questions 
before the court were three: Did Totten’s con- 
tract cover moving picture rights? Was it 
such an assignment as required registration 
under section 44? Was the prior knowledge 
on the part of plaintiff company that Kauff- 
man had assigned the dramatic rights equiva- 
lent to knowledge that he had assigned mov- 
ing picture rights? 

Touching the first question Judge Hand as- 
sumed for the motion that Totten’s contract 
covered moving picture rights, without mean- 
ing finally to decide that question. 

Regarding the second question he held, “that 
the paper was clearly intended as an assign- 
ment of all the author’s dramatic rights, but 
that it was void as against a subsequent pur- 
chaser of any such rights without notice, 
where it was not recorded in the copyright 
office within three months, as required by the 
copyright act of March 4, 1909, c. 320, 44, 35 
Stat. 1084 (U. S. Comp. St. Supp. 1911, p. 
1485). 

As to the last question, namely, complain- 
ant’s notice, the court held that, since the 
amendment of the copyright statute by act 
Aug. 24, 1912, under which a copyright on a 
drama proper and one on a moving picture 
play may be separately secured, the owner of 
the dramatic and motion picture rights in a 
copyrighted book may sell and assign the 
two separately, and notice to the purchaser of 
the motion picture rights alone that his assign- 
or had sold the dramatic rights did not charge 
him with notice of an unrecorded assignment 
covering also the motion picture rights. 

“Therefore,” the court claimed, “the plain- 
tiff’s title is unquestioned,” and an injunction 
was passed pendente lite forbidding the de- 
fendant from performing or advertising that 
it would perform any moving picture play 
based upon the book in question. 

Defendant urged that the Federal court 
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could do nothing until the suit pending in the 
State court was settled. On this point Judge 
Hand ruled that the jurisdiction of a Federal 
court to enjoin infringement of a statutory 
copyright, which under the statute is exclu- 
sive, is not affected by the pendency in a 
State court of a cross suit between the same 
parties involving a claimed common-law copy- 
right relating to the same subject matter. 


DEFENDANT NOT ALLOWED RETURN OF IM- 
POUNDED ARTICLE WHERE HE HAS 
SECURED LARGER BOND BY 
COMPLAINANT 

A technical decision of but slight general in- 
terest was rendered in the District Court, S. D. 
New York (206 F. R., 69) on June 6, 1913, when 
Circuit Judge Ward denied a motion to va- 
cate writ of seizure and for return of article 
seized in the case of Universal Film Manufac- 
turing Company v. S. Copperman, of the 
Thalia Music Hall and A. Polacoff of the 
Special Film Company, Ltd. Complainant in 
the case claimed that defendant exhibited a 
motion picture infringing a motion picture or 
photograph duly copyrighted by him. Com- 
plainant gave $100 bond and a marshal seized 
the alleged infringing film. Later defendant, 
under rule 7 of the Supreme Court, excepted 
to the sufficiency of the sureties and the court 
ordered a new bond of $500. Subsequently de- 
fendant obtained an order to show cause why 
the writ of seizure should not be vacated, 
claiming that it had purchased the film in the 
open market of the Nordisk Company and 
had imported it into this country before the 
—* assignor had applied for copy- 
right. 

The court ruled that, where, after the im- 
pounding of an article alleged to infringe a 
copyright, defendant has moved for and ob- 
tained the execution of a new and larger bond 
by complainant, he is not entitled to a vacation 
of the writ of seizure and‘a return of such 
article. 


PUBLICATION BEFORE REGISTRATION AND 
WITHOUT NOTICE OF COPYRIGHT 
INVALIDATES COPYRIGHT. 

Points of considerably greater general in- 
terest were involved in the hearing of the 
main consideration, that of the alleged in- 
fringement of the American copyright, in the 
above case in the District Court, S. D. New 
York, (212 F. R. 301), in which District Judge 
Hough handed down a decision on March 16, 


1914. Prior to September, 1912, the Nordisk | 


Film Company, a Danish firm, created a mo- 
tion picture play known as “The Great Circus 
Catastrophe.” In Denmark and other Euro- 
pean countries it was in 1912 lawful to 
copyright photo plays, but no copyright was 
sought. Prior to September 7, 1912, the 
Nordisk Company advertised and sold this 
photoplay “for release on September 7th.” 
Purchasers further agreed that the film should 
not be exported or sold for export to any 
other country. On November 14 of the same 
year the photo play was copyrighted in the 
United States but in the preceding September 
one of the films was bought by one of the 
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defendants in England without any knowledge 
of the restriction on its use inserted in the 
contract of sale between the Nordisk Company 
and the first purchaser. The film was subse- 
quently exhibited in the United States, before 
registration. The point before the court was 
whether this American copyright was valid. 

The court held that according to section 9 of 
the act of March 4, 1909, publication without 
notice of copyright amounts to a dedication 
to the public sufficient to defeat all subsequent 
efforts at copyright protection. In opposition 
to this opinion plaintiff had urged that the 
words “of which copies are not reproduced for 
sale” in section 11 of the act of 1909 had 
the effect of adding to the list of things that 
may be copyrighted without any reference to 
publication, so that under section I1, as it now 
stands, a photo play may be copyrighted with- 
out publication, and it may also be copyrighted 
after publication. While Judge Hough pro- 
fessed the belief that the phrase, “works of an 
author, of which copies are not reproduced for 
sale” was not intended to modify any other 
nouns except “lecture,” “dramatic composi- 
tion,” and “musical composition,” he further 
stated that it was still, in his opinion, true that 
all the articles enumerated in section 11 can 
only be protected on publication by affixing 
notice of copyright and no matter whether an 
article be enumerated in section II or not, if 
it was published before copyright was regis- 
tered, then the copyright sought is invalidated. 
That there had been actual publication of the 
photo play in question in Europe before regis- 
tration in the United States the court held 
as follows: Where, before a photo play was 
copyrighted in the United States, photographic 
prints, films or reels were sold in Great Bri- 
tain and Europe, with knowledge that the play 
would be performed or the films shown, though 
each purchaser agreed not to use them out of 
his own country and not to sell for export. 
there was such a publication as prevented a 
valid copyright, since such a dissemination of 
a thing among the public as justifies the belief 
that it took place with the intention of render- 
ing the work common property constitutes a 
“publication.” Any discussion of the restric- 
tion clause in the Nordisk Company’s contract 
was regarded as unimportant. The final point 
made was that if there be anything in the con- 
tention that section 11 creates another and 
different kind of copyright from that referred 
to in section 9, then what took place in Eu- 
rope amounted to a reproduction of copies for 
sale, thereby rendering the copyright void, but 
for a different reason. 

The action was dismissed. 


DELIVERY OF COPY TO AMERICAN PRINTER 


| AND ‘RECEIPT OF UNBOUND PAGES THERE- 


FROM HELD SUFFICIENT EVIDENCE TO WAR- 
RANT AFFIDAVIT OF “AMERICAN MANUFAC: 
TURE.”’ 

A copyright decision containing an interest- 
ing ruling on the question of “proof” ot 
“American manufacture” was handed down by 
District Judge Ray in the District Court, N. 
D., New York, on January 2, 1914, (209 F. R. 
885). B. W. Huebsch sued the Arthur H. 
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Crist Company to recover profits and dam- 
ages by reason of the latter’s infringement of 
copyright of a book, “Moral Education,” of 
which Edward Howard Griggs is the author. 
The book had been regularly copyrighted, title 
and two copies deposited, etc., by the author 
in 1903 and in 1912 he assigned the copyright, 
along with the rights of action for infringe- 
ment, to the complainant. For several years 
past defendant published a three cent leaflet, 
“No. 9, Moral Education Through Work, by 
Edward Howard Griggs,” which consisted of 
fifteen pages taken from the plantiff’s book. 
The bill also claimed that defendant, with 
fraudulent intent, had impressed a notice of 
copyright on said uncopyrightable leaflet. 

Although there was no denial that the plain- 
tiff’s book was duly copyrighted, the defend- 
ant demanded, a technicality of course entirely 
within his right, that the plaintiff prove the 
validity of his copyright. Mr. Huebsch, on 
examination, did not recall having seen either 
type or the plates from which the book was 
printed, nor was he certain which of a dozen 
or more New York printers had done the 
work, though he thought it had been done by 
Redfield Bros. On this Judge Ray ruled that 
“evidence that a printing office within the U. 
S. was employed to print the book and that it 
was afterwards received therefrom printed 
and ready for the binder, shows sufficiently 
that the book was printed from type set within 
the United States or from plates made there- 
from, and the possibility that the work was 
done outside the United States need not be 
negatived.” In the matter of the deposit of 
the title before publication and the deposit of 
two copies on the day of the publication, a 
further technicality which the defendants in- 
terposed, the certificates of the Librarian of 
Congress and the Register of Copyrights were 
held by the court sufficient to prove deposit. 

The court also held that the portion of the 
act of March 4, 1909, providing that the in- 
fringer shall be liable to an injunction to pay 
damages as well as all profits and that the 
court may allow certain amounts for each 
infringing copy, applies to infringements of 
copyrights obtained prior to its passage, where 
the infringements were prior thereto. 





OBITUARY NOTES. 

Tuomas E. KEANg, a dealer in old books 
in New York, who in his day was widely 
known in the trade, died in Brooklyn on April 
2, aged 56 years. He came out of Leggett 


Brothers’ famous store to start for himself in ° 


1888 at 25 Ann Street, where he continued 
until about 1900. After that for a while he 
kept in touch with his clients in an itinerant 
way. He left a family of seven daughters and 
one son. 


F. Hopkinson Situ, author, artist, and en- 
gineer, died at his home in New York on 
April 7 in his seventy-seventh year. He was 
a Baltimorean by birth, and after attending 
the public schools he became at the age of 
sixteen a shipping clerk in a hardware store. 
He eventually came to New York, where for 
a long time he sought employment. Finally a 
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friend of his family offered him a position in 
an iron business. After a time he went into 
the contracting business for himself. Four 
years later he undertook his first great con- 
tract, the construction of the stone ice-breaker 
about the Bridgeport Lighthouse. Then he 
built the breakwaters at Block Island and the 
jetties at the mouth of the Connecticut River 
and the old seawall around Governors Island 
in New York Harbor. These were followed 
by the construction of the foundation for the 
Statue of Liberty and Race Rock Lighthouse 
at New London, and many other similar 
works. Mr. Smith was 45 years old before 
he began to write but it was not until he cre- 
ated the character of Colonel Carter, who first 
appeared in his book, “Colonel Carter of Car- 
tersville,” that he became famous. His most 
successful book is said to be “Caleb West, 
Master Diver.” Mr. Smith had received many 
awards for his paintings. He was a member 
of the American Society of Civil Engineers, 
the American Water Color Society, the Phila- 
delphia and Cincinnati Art Clubs, and the 
Academy of Arts and Letters and of many 
clubs. He was author of the following books : 
“Old Lines in New Black and White,” 1885; 
“Well-Worn Roads,” 1886; “A White Um- 
brella in Mexico,” 1889; “A Book of the Tile 
Club,” 1890; “Col. Carter of Cartersville,

Carter’s Christmas,” 1904; “At Close Range,” 
1905; “The Wood Fire in No. 3,” 1905; “The

1907; “The Romance of an Old-Fashioned 
Gentleman,” 1907; “Peter,” 1908; “Forty Min- 
utes Late,” 1909; “Kennedy Square,” 1911;

DuRING THE FIRST QUARTER OF THIS YEAR, 7,- 
216 business failures were reported according 
to R. G. Dun & Co. The aggregate liability 
of $105,703,335 has been only once exceeded; 
namely, by the $121,500,000 involved in the sec- 
ond quarter of the panic year 1893. In 1914 
there were 4826 suspensions, owing $83,221,- 
826. The largest number of defaults this year 
were in the trading class, being $5348, for 
$48,712,319 liabilities, comparing with 3489 in 
1914 with liabilities of $36,500,570. Manufac- 
turing failures numbered 1580 for $46,211,855, 
comparing with 1147 in 1914 with liabilities of 
$34,644,880. The defaults in the class of 
agents and brokers were more numerous than 
in the corresponding quarter of 1914, but the 
liabilities were $1,297,035 less. However it is 
significant of the recent progressive improve- 
ment in business that there were 58 fewer sus- 
pensions in March, and less than half the lia- 
bilities, than during January. The three 
months’ record, therefore, largely represents 
the commercial and industrial unsettlement
